CAMP HALLECK 


Topographical Surveying; Party. 


From the Winuernucca Silver State o 


the 20th, we learn the following: 


The party of topographical surveyors; 


consisting of A. L. Webster, topogra 
ph.er, Eugene Kicksecker, his assiatanl 
and others, arrived yesterday from the 
north, where they have bsen, at work 
for several months. 
The survey is 


made by the United States for geologica" 
and topographical purposes, and Jtbe 
area surveyed embraces about 3,000 
square miles in a rectangular block, 
bounded on the east by it line north 
from Battle Mountain, and on the west 
by a line south from Summit Lake, and 
extending from 
Wiuuemucea to 
the 


Oregon line. Wr. Webster says special 
note was made of the shore line of an 
ancient and now desiccated lake, the 
northern portion of which flooded many 
of the valleys within the area surveyed. 
This lake was about 50 feet deep east 
of the railroad at this point, according 
to estimates by the Fourth Parallel Sur- 
vey, with a greater depth west to Hum- 
boldt lake. This great inland sea in- 
cluded 
Pyramid, 
Winnemucca 
and 


neighboring lakes, 


Deer and autelope abound in most of 


tho mountains visited by the party, es- 
pecially near Fort McDermit, ulid in the 
Trinity mountains lying west of King's 
Eiver Valley, and also near Summit 
lake. Mr. Webster was much inter- 
ested in tko country over which he trav- 
eled, and highly appreciates the many 
courtesies and hearty western hospitality 
extended him by the settlers, by means 
of which the progress of the work was 
much facilitated. He and Mr. Kick- 
seeker will leave shortly for the East, 
having completed the season's work in 
Nevada. 


Splendid Outflow of Bullion. 


The bullion output of the Albion fur- 


nace is prodigious, and must speedily 
work u change in feeling among the 
stockholders.

JEsineraian Coal Fields. 


Some ten months ago, while prospect- 


ing for mineral-bearing quartz, in the 
vicinity ot what is known as the Wash- 
ington District, croppings of coal were 
found which promised to develop into 
something ot 
importance. 
Samples 


were shown in Aurora, and although 
they were considered valuable, but lit- 
tle was done toward a further develop- 
ment. E. C. Smith, who has taken a 
great interest in the matter, recently 
visited Carson and informs the Index 
that the deposit is about ten miles 
southeast of Pine Grove, in Esmeralda 
county. 
It promises to prove quite ex- 


tensive,' and will furnish fuel for all of 
Mason Valley without any trouble. 
The coal has been tested in ordinary 
coal stoves, and proves very nearly 
equal to the Rocky Mountain article. 
It burns Jreaclily and leaves compara- 
tively little residuum. The heat is, 
however, not quite as intense as that 
of the Rocky Mountain coal, but this is 
no detriment for the purposes of ordi- 
nary fuel. The stratum already pene- 
trated by a shaft of forty feet is fifteen 
feet in thickness, and the coal is easily 
mined. If this coal discovery is prop- 
erly developed it willfgreatly reduce the 
expense of fuel in Mason Valley. Wood 
is rapidly becoming scarce and dear. 
[n some places in the valley it is neces- 
sary to go twenty-five miles 01- more to 
;he mountains for wood, while the coal 
can be delivered in all parts of the val- 
ey at a freight charge of not much, if 
any, over $5 per ton. Mr. Smith is the 
owner of this property, and looks for- 
ward toward realizing a handsome profit 
therefrom in the near future.

»lad to congratulate him and the people 
of Mason Valley over this luckily found 
deposit of good fuel. The mine is about 
twenty miles from Pizen Switch.

The annual reports of' the officers of 


the Idaho Quartz Mining Company 
make a gratifying exhibit of the product 
of this truly great nine, which, with but 
few intermissions, has paid regular 
monthly dividends since the year 1869. 
The Grass Valley Union published the 
annexed resume: 


From that time, to the 4th of the 


present month, the product pf the mine 
hpd'been $7,407,433 33, from which 162 
dividends hare been paid aggregating 
$3,365,050, or over 45 per cent, of the 
total yield, and equal to $1,086 per 
share. Th» product o%the mine for 
the past year haa been $565,386 27, be- 
ing the fifth best year in the history of 
the mine, and the dividends $263,600, 
and also the fifth best year for divi- 
dends. The amount of ora raised from 
the mine the pa»t year has been 27,559% 
tons; yielding an average of $20 61 per 
ton;-with an average cost for milling 
and mining of $9 83% per ton.

he introduction of water power, which 
will be made at a cost of about $40,000, 
hows the expectation of the company 
hat the mine has promise of years of 
rofitable working.
